Dr. Mosher was; born in Indianola,

the Still School of Osteopathy at 
Kirksville in 1906, taking advanced 
work at Los Angeles in 1909. He 
practiced in Los Angeles four years, 
afterwards buying a walnut ranch 
in West Covina, and continuing his 
professional work in Baldwin Park 
and Covina. He was the son of 
Stephen and Mary Farrington Mosh- 
er.

under four headings: the true char- 
acter of earthquakes; their cause; 
when may another be expected, and 
what can be done about it. 


An earthquake is a vibratory mo- 


tion of the particles that make up 
the rock and soil of the earth. This 
motion may be vertical, or horizon- 
tal, but is usually very complicated. 
[f the path of any particular particle 
is mapped, it would describe a con- 
tinuous line that might be compar- 
ed to a ball of yarn badly tangled. 


In the San Francisco earthquake, 


particles were found to have moved 
about two-fifths of an inch. In the 
Long Beach disturbance the move- 
ment was somewhat less than this. 
The time of vibration varies from a 
fifth to a third of a second. 


In Long Beach, the vibrations con- 


tinued for 10 to 12 seconds, while 
in the San Francisco shake they cov- 
ered a period of approximately 45 
seconds. Thus at Long ,Beach the 
total number of vibrations ranged 
somewhere between 30 and 60. 


COMPTON CITED 


On alluvial soil the motion is much 


greater than it is in bedrock or other 
soil which is in its natural position. 
Compton is located on alluvial soil, 
filled in by the river, and in the 
shock of last March 10 was badly 
shaken. 


Earthquakes occur in those parts 


of the world where mountain growth 
is active. California being such a 
place, has . experienced earthquakes 
in the past, and more may be ex- 
pected. 


The land area of t^he Pacific COPS! 


is divided into long slices, which in 
general are parallel to the coast line 
These slices are made up of bedrock 
consisting of granite, extending to 
a depth of 20 miles, and varying in 
width from a few miles to as much 
as 75. The surface of these slices 
is covered with soil. 


Separating the slices are definite 


ines of fracture, which are called 
;aults.2 The surfaces of these faults 
are in contact, and are slipping along 
each other. 


The roughness of these surfaces 


impedes the slipping and stresses 
are built up. When these stresses 
become great the slip may suddenly 
take place, and this causes a vibra- 
tory motion in great masses of bed* 
rock, which is called an earthquake. 


SAN ANDREAS FAULT 


Most distinctive of these faults is 


the San Andreas, which extends 
from Oregon to the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia. It crosses the local moun- 
tain range in Cajon Pass. There are 
many other faults less extensive in 
length, and in general parallel to 
the San Andreas. The Long Beach 
earthquake was caused by a slip in 
the Inglewood fault, the exact loca-

In a New York Times interview, 


Edsel Ford said that the Ford com- 
pany's production of cars in January 
was 57,500, which was 10,791 more 
than originally had been scheduled 
for the month. "That was the larg- 
est January production since Janu- 
ary, 1930," hji said, "and the largest 
for any month since June, 1932. It 
is a reflection of much better con- 
ditions in the country." 


He described the improvement as 


especially marked in the south and 
greatest generally in industrial areas. 
He said that NRA "undoubtedly had 
a lot to do with the improvement," 
as has also CWA. "They have been 
putting money into pockets that 
needed it and getting ii back into 
circulation," he declared. In Detroit 
he said his company has "already" 
45,000 men. at work, 90,000 in the 
entire country, besides the 5200 com- 
panies all thru the country that 
supply parts for Ford cars.

Exchange Reveals 
Why Lemons Beat 


Orange Prices 


One might think that the higher 


price secured in late years on lemons 
than on oranges was due to a short- 
age in the lemon crop and. a surplus 
in the orange- crop, says the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange. 


As a matter of fact, the surplus on 


lemons has been as great, if not 
greater, than on oranges. During the 
season 1932-33, 15.2 per cent of the 
lemon crop was diverted to by-pro- 
ducts purposes; in 1931-32, 27.5 per 
cent, and in 1930-31, 26.4 per cent, 
the average for the last five years 
being 21.7 per cent. 


The higher returns realized were 


due to the better regulation of sup- 
plies to demand thru proration by 
the Exchange distribution committee 
functioning under the authority o! 
the 
Exchange lemon agreement 


Such an agreement was possible 
within the Exchange since practical- 
ly the entire lemon industry is rep- 
resented in the membership of tha 
organization, and the extent to 
which Exchange efforts at marke 
stabilization on lemons can be in- 
terfered with and hampered by non 
regulated shipments of outsiders i 
small compared with possibilities o 
interference by outsiders in the or 
ange industry, both in California am 
elsewhere.

I spent several hours the other 


evening with an old friend, an 
American citizen v/ho has lived for 
many years in Germany. 


"What is at the bottom of this 


revolutionary mcvement in Ger- 
many?" I asked him. His answer 
was prompt and concise. 


"The treaty of Versailles," he re- 


plied. "The German people feel that 
they have been placed in a position 
of inferiority ever since the war. 
They are a proud people. They be- 
lieve themselves superior to all other 
peoples. The present generation re- 
fuses to pay the price which its par- 
ents accepted to end the war. It 
took only shrewd leadership and an 
appeal to patriotic pride to arouse 
them to a new sense of nationalism. 
Everybody in Germany is in uni- 
form. The military spirit is being 
cultivated. When the right time 
comes there will be another war un- 
less the nations whom Germany re-

Junking Our Schools— 


That the emergency legislation passed fol- 


lowing the earthquake of a year ago is too 
drastic, is the opinion of the Orange county 
grand jury in its report released last week. 


"We believe that the emergency legislation 


should be modified because it is so stringent 
that an intolerable burden has been imposed 
on the many schools thruout the state, caus- 
ing the abandonment of many, even though 
not damaged," says the report. 


The report goes on to declare that the new 


law "invites exploitation in building materials 
and insurance." That there are two reasons 
why the new law was pushed thru the legis- 
lature is the implied opinion contained in this 
report. The first is hysteria, and the second 
the desire upon the part of contractors, archi- 
tects and material men to create a huge 
amount of work under favorable contracts. 


The general tone of this Orange county 


grand jury report is in accord with a recent 
Covina Argus editorial. It should be obvious 
to everyone that an attempt has been made 
to rush us into new construction on a wave 
of fear. 


Schools must be made as safe as is reason- 


ably possible, but this does not mean the 
junking of a great portion of our buildings. It 
is believed that the taxpayers will approach 
this difficult problem in a sane manner. 


The Army and Air-Mail— 


All the heavy guns of the reactionary press 


in America are this week trained on the de- 
cision of Postmaster General Farley, follow- 
ing his decision to place the carrying of air- 
mail in the duty of the United States army. 


It looks like a good opportunity to play 


partisan politics, but as a matter of fact, it 
isn't. In these desperate times, regardless of 
Democratic or Republican affiliations, it de- 
volves upon us, as citizens, to aid in any man- 
ner we may, to root out corruption wherever 
found, whether in municipal, county, state or 
national public affairs, and to uphold the hand 
of grand juries, district attorneys and other 
public officials in their efforts to bring back 
confidence, if it can be done. 


Long before Postmaster Farley made his 


decision it was known that air-mail contracts, 
steamship subsidies and battleship agree- 
ments were indefensible. If the money Uncle 
Sam paid for the carrying of air-mail had been 
used to build up commercial aviation it per- 
haps would have been to some extent justi- 
fiable. But it was used for stock gambling. 
If there is anything in the idea that aviation 
should be subsidized, the huge amounts of 
federal money should have gone into the air- 
ships, instead of being used to manipulate the 
market in stock of great airplane corpora- 
tions. An investigation and a house-cleaning 
is promised by the congress, and in the mean- 
time, the army will carry on. 


Just to get back to essentials, air-mail in 


this country or any other is as yet of no great 
value. To the business man generally it makes 
little difference whether three days are cut off 
of the delivery time of a letter from coast to 
coast. Delivery of documents for banks by 
air-mail has some value, as it is possible to 
save large sums in the aggregate by cutting 
down time of delivery when instruments are 
interest-bearing. But that does not mean any- 
thing to business generally. 


Will Rogers says that there hasn't been a 


single letter written in the last ten years that 
made much difference whether it was ever 
received or not, to say nothing of whether it 
was received in five days or ten days from 
time of writing. The facts are that air-mail 
is not yet important in our lives. The tele- 
graph or telephone will deliver the message 
from coast to coast in less than an hour under 
the worst conditions. 


It has been declared that air-mail subsidies 


were building up a force in the air, and equip- 
ment, that could be turned to good account 
in the case of a military emergency. But why 
not put the emphasis where it directly belongs 
by training the army aviation corps to carry 
the mail? Everything that is said in favor of 
subsidizing the commercial companies can be 
said with greater force in. favor of turning 
over the entire transaction to the military 
establishments. 


Don't fear but that the army will carry 


thru. There'll be some delays and a few acci- 
dents, but if the mail is turned over to the 
army for the next year the people will never 
allow it to go back to commercial hands. It 
will give the army planes a definite job and 
definite objectives, and will build up effi- 
ciency, so that, should a military emergency 
come it will not be necessary to turn to com- 
mercial aviation. 


Seizing upon this decision of the postmaster 


general as a partisan opportunity is to be de- 
plored. Wa predict that politics, as concerns 
this serious phase of our government, will not 
score with the people as against common 
sense. 


Editor Shoop of the Puente Journal has an 


editorial in the last issue with which we are in 
accord, with the exception of the last line, which 
we are inclined to consider a bit too liarsh and 
intemperate for a country newspaper. He says: 


"Regarding the income tux as aii unfailing 


source of new revenue, cojigret^s has indulged 
in expenditures on new adventures in govern- 
ment until even that tax has proved insufficient, 
and the government is borrowing billions. 


A popular song writer has been sentenced to 


death in Missouri. At last, we are beginning to 
get somewhere. 


Curbing the Curbsters— 


For several years the magazines of opinion 


and controversy, into which a few new ideas 
are allowed to percolate in spite of the adver- 
tising patronage, have been laying the foun- 
dation for reforms in connection with the sale 
of stocks and bonds. 


Criminal manipulation of stocks has been 


obvious enough, but how to control these 
sheep-killing dogs without abolishing the 
stock exchange altogether, has been the prob- 
lem. This is mixed metaphor, but the idea is 
probably apparent. 


President Roosevelt's plan includes regis- 


tration by all stock exchanges. Manipulation 
of the market is prohibited. This is merely 
a method by which the "ribbers" on the in- 
side buy one day and sell th<, next—buy and 
sell, until the come-on public gets interested 
in the gyrations, just in the same sense as a 
kitten can be attracted by a dangling string. 


Restrictions are proposed in margin trans- 


actions, false rumors for the purpose of lift- 
ing or depressing values are prohibited; false 
statements concerning the condition of cor- 
porations and companies is to be prevented 
by public audits, and fines, and fines with 
imprisonment, are to be meted out to violators 
of many of these regulations. 


More power to the president of the Unit- 


ed States in these endeavors! The need for 
reform is evident, and the question affects 
all of us, whether we are farmers, ditch-dig- 
gers, or workers in a collar that once was 
white. 


But, of course, we can never make people 


honest by law. The stuck exchange gamblers 
can be harassed to some extent, and made to 
be more circumspect in their dealings. What 
we need, however, is for people to be honest 
by choice thru education. Honesty is an ac- 
quired, not an inherent, virtue. Therefore, 
it cannot properly be catalogued as a virtue. 


When and if we learn that honesty is the 


best policy—that we can make more money 
and be happier by being honest, we'll be get- 
ting somewhere. Dishonesty caused the de- 
pression. Frank Vanderlip, the noted banker, 
says that it was "man's folly" that caused all 
of our troubles, which, of course, is true.

The Arcadia school board, acting under the 


same order that came to Claremont school 
board for earthquake-proof construction, dis- 
regarded the threat and voted down a propos- 
ed $150,000 bond issue. Explaining, the Ar- 
cadia News tells why editorially: 


"The defeat of the school bond proposal 


recently does not mean that the voters of this 
city are opposed to the advancement of edu- 
cation or ignore the possible occurrence of an 
earthquake. 


"The defeat of the measure is due to the 


high cost of education, and the apparent un- 
warranted expenditure of such a vast sum of 
money at this time. Had the proposed bond 
issue been $30,000 to repair and make the 
building comply with requirements of the 
state bureau of architecture, the measure 
would ha'.'e passed.

to pay have proven a fallacy. Many property 
owners who voted for bond issues in past 
elections under that pretext have lost their 
homes, and are now wondering why and how 
it happened.

ANCIENT ASIA MINOR DAYS

B. C."

He car- 
ries his audience with him in his 
vivid descriptions of these ancient 


the department of biblical literature j peoples. He was warmly received by 
at U. S. C., describe a small clay the Covina audience, and many ex- 
tablet which was part of an exhibit 
shown in the Covina evening high 
school forum lecture of last Monday 
night. 


This particular tablet showed that 


a certain man had paid "one fat sheep 
and one lean sheep" as his temple 
dues. It was duly witnessed and 
signed by a scribe of the temple. The 
entire transaction was indicated by 
hieroglyphics on the tablet, which 
was about two by three inches in 


Dr. Knopf very clearly indicated 


that many customs of modern people 
had a counterpart in the life of the 
ancients of Asia Minor. He stated 
that there were regulations govern- 
ing freight rates, low wages, farm 
relief and building contractors. Also 
that the citizens of that ancient 
world were protected from malprac- 
tice on the part of the physicians, 
and that there was a certain form 
of socialized burglary insurance. 
Modern civilization has reached its 
present state because of all these 
ancient customs. 


ABSENCE OF MONEY 


Though there are many factors in 


modern civilization in common with 
that of the ancients, there are some 
striking differences. Most outstand- 
ing of these is the absence of money 
in the life of the early peoples. Com- 
modities were the basis of barter 
and trade. 


The part which the airplane has 


taken in recent archaeological re-- 
search was indicated in the lecture. 
Slides made from aerial photographs 
were shown. During the world-war 
German aviators photographed much 
of Palestine. An investigation from 
the University of Cal-fornia, in an 
examination of some of these photo- 
graphs, noticed characteristic mark- 
ings. Starting excavation at one of 
these points, within thirty minutes 
he had made contact with a ruined 
wall. 


Professor Knopf stated that ordin- 


arily an excavator was fortunate to 
make such contacts in thirty days. 
He also predicted that aerial photo- 
graphy will find increasing value in 
archaeology of the future. 


pressed a desire to have him return. 


CALTECH MAN COMING 


Of the various speakers who have 


appeared in Covina on the evening 
high school forum program, none 
hold a higher position as an author- 
ity on government than Dr. William 
B. Munro, who is the speaker at the 
meeting to be held on Monday, Feb- 
ruary 2G. 


Dr. Munro is at present professor 


of history at the California Institute 
of Technology at Pasadena. He was 
formerly professor of American his- 
tory and government at Harvard. He 
is the author of many books and 
journal articles in the field of Euro- 
pean and American government. 


In the message which Dr. Munro 


will bring to the Covina forum, he 
will discuss "Democracy and Dicta- 
torships." He will treat Hitlerism in 
Germany, Mussolini's program in 
Italy, the swing to the right in Rus- 
sia, and the New Deal in the United 
States. 


Federal Relief to 


Absorb Citrus Fruit 


The federal relief administration is 


prepared to use any quantity of cit- 
rus fruit that may be offered by 
California, paying therefor on the 
basis of the cost of preparation of 
the fruit for shipment and placing it 
in the cars, with no allowances for 
the fruit itself or for overhead, de- 
preciation or interest on capital. 


The purpose is to compensate for 


actual out-of-pocket costs which 
would not have been incurred if the 
oranges had been disposed of as un- 
marketable surplus in some manner 
other than thru the emergency re- 
lief corporation. 


But the California navel crop has 


developed to be less than anticipated, 
and it now seems probable that prac- 
tically all marketable navels will be 
sold commercially and that local 
charities will absorb what surplus 
fruit may be available.

JUDGE YANKWICH REVEALS 


PRINCIPLES OF GOVERNMENT 


"Preserving Our Government of Laws," was the subject 


chosen by Judge Leoin R. Yankwich of the Los Angeles super- 
ior court in his address last Friday night before the Covina 
Men's club, given before the largest attendance since the or- 
ganization of the club's new year. 


Judge Yankwich was introduced* >- 


by 
George Aschenbrenner, close 


friend and university classmate. He 
confined himself entirely to the 
question of the need for strict living 
under the laws of the land, quoting 
at the outset the preamble to the 
constitution of the state of Massa- 
chusetts, which is "to the end that 
the government may be one of laws 
and not of men." 


Alma Whitaker, feature writer 


on the Times, thus describes one 
of her characters in last Satur- 
day's paper, "She was married 
almost before she was so swiftly 
widowed." Now what does she 
mean?

A TITLE STORY 


For years we have been told that 


there is no humor in an English- 
man. Since we have known John 
Hodgkinson we have become con- 
vinced that this is all a myth, for 
John certainly sees the funny side of 
life, if there is anything to see. For 
instance, he took Bill Knotts' pro- 
gram for last week and by rear- 
ranging the film titles, arrived at 
the following:

"This principle is the one of the 


supremacy of the law," he said. "In 
the English-speaking nations it goes 
back to the Magna Charta of Eng- 
land, established when the barons 
under King John presented to the 
ruler the set of rules under which 
the people, the king included, must 
live. In a sense, of course, it cannot 
be a government of laws. Laws are 
lifeless things and do not execute 
themselves. They are enforced thru 
human instrumentalities. Therefore, 
all governments are governments of 
men. 


"In another sense, however, our 


government is one of laws," the 
speaker pointed out. "It is ruled by 
the principle of the supremacy of 
law. This principle means: 


"That no one is above the law. 


That all are equal before the law. 
This principle was first established 
by Mosiac law. Babylonian and Ro- 
man did not know the principle of 
equality before the law. Meres was 
first to proclaim the doctrine that 
justice 
should 
be 
administered 


equally not only between 'thy breth- 
ren,' but also between 'the strangers 
within thy gate.' 


"No man can or should be depriv- 


ed of life, liberty or property with- 
out due process of law, that is, with- 
out the judgment of a court of 
proper jurisdiction, after a hearing 
in. open court, upon evidence pre- 
sented in open court, and not in 
newspapers or over the radio.. The 
individual is protected against ex- 
ecutive, administrative and legisla- 
tive arbitrariness." 


HITS MOB RULE 


Emphasizing these points, Judge 


Yankwich stressed the point that 
mob rule goes counter to the rule 
of law. He took occasion to excor- 
iate the action of the mob in the 
recent lynchings at San Jose, which 
he characterized as "a return to 
barbarism, no matter what its moti- 
vation, or how well inten.tioned." 


"The principle," Judge Yankwich 


continued, "makes courts the pro- 
tectors of individual rights. It stands 
between them and the autocracy of 
a group or a mob. It is our only 
protection against the authoritarian 
state, in which the measure of the 
rights of the individual is the will 
of the dictator, be he the individual 
or the mob." 


Adverting to the duty of the in- 


dividual resulting from this princi- 
ple, Judge Yankwich laid down 
these commands: 


"Respect the rule of law. Seek no 


favors, which cannot be granted to 
others on equal terms. Insist upon 
a strict enforcement of the law. Do 
not be carried away by the spirit of 
the mob seeking vengeance. Obey 
the law. Law, ultimately, is a form 
of social control imposed by our- 
selves, who are the rulers. Obedi- 
ence is often irksome. But like the 
ball player in the team one must 
do the irksome thing in order that 
the team may succeed. In this man- 
ner only can we realize the ideal of 
a government of laws and not of 
men." 


Judge Yankwich's brilliant por- 


trayal of the fundamentals upon 
which our government is established 
was received with great attention. 
The judge has achieved an enviable 
reputation as a jurist. He is one of 
the younger judges of the bench, 
born September 25, 1888, receiving 
his classical and preparatory educa- 
tion in Roumania; his law degree 
from 
Willamette 
university 
of 


Salem, Oregon, and other law de- 
grees from Loyola university in Los 
Angeles. 
• 


He was admitted to the Oregon 


bar in 1909, and to the California bar

ple care to attack. It is a nuisance 
to come down town and find the 
business houses and banks closed, 
and to remember belatedly, with 
some asperity, that it is Washing- 
ton's or Lincoln's birthday. 


NOT PROPER TRIBUTE 


Depriving responsible and patriot- 


ic citizens of a loaf of bread or the 
privilege of foreclosing a mortgage 
does not add to the well-deserved 
tributes paid to great Americans. The 
proper place for a recognition of 
such dates is in the public schools, 
where a certain amount of time can 
be, and is devoted to the events as a 
part of the business of educating our 
potential statesmen and future deal- 
ers in stock margins. 


The writer of this article, being an 


old New Englandcr, bom and raised 
to man's estate within fifteen miles 
of Plymouth Rock without ever hav- 
ing seen it, and who has made at 
least a superficial study of the grow- 
ing incubus of holidays, feels that 
he has a right as an American citi- 
zen, going back in ancestry more 


without shutting down th< 
about every ten days to celebrate 
the birthday of some great character 
of the church, or to honor an anni- 
versary about which all the people 
are vague as to facts and indifferent 
as to their significance, if there is 
any significance. 


Most of our anniversaries, held in 


ostensible honor of national heroes 
are inconsistent, and to a large ex- 
tent discriminatory. One has only 
to remember that Benjamin Frank- 
lin, in intellect and in actual per- 
formance, is one of the first dozen 
of our great pioneer characters, yet 
for some unexplained reason we do 
not honor him with a bank holiday. 


There is Thomas Jefferson, a study 


of whose state papers will convince 
you that this country is actually be- 
ing governed by him today. In lat- 
ter years we have had such men as 
Thomas A. Edison, whose brain 
changed entirely the civilization of 
the world. It would be of no value 
whatever to these men to deprive 
the citizens of the privilege of buy- 
ing the necessities of life for one 
day, and to make possible the play- 


ing of a football game or an auto- 
mobile race. 


The word holiday is a corruption 


of hoJy day. The idea comes from 
religious beginning in antiquity. Its 
tendency, and in fact its design, is 
•to sanctify some individual, gener- 
ally to the exclusion of the things 
for which he strived. Abraham Lin- 
coln and George Washington are not. 
enhanced in our minds by making 
saints out of them, which they were 
not, but were plain men possessed 
of the powers of logic, courage and 
character. They were weak at times, 
and mistaken at times. The only 
manner in which we can give proper 
tribute is to study what they said 
and did, and to attempt to apply this 
analysis to the needs and exigencies 
of the present. 


STATE BARNACLES 


The same objection is recorded 


here in connection with state holi- 
days of various kinds, such as Ad- 
mission day, which certain of the 
Native Sons profess to revere. Their 
interest in this date is understand- 
able. They would undoubtedly put 
up a fight to retain it if it were pro- 
posed to abolish it, but from the 
standpoint of plain common sense 
there is no virtue in keeping alive 
the mere fact that California was ad- 
mitted to statehood on a certain day. 


If you read history, the manner in 


which admission actually came about 
is not especially elevating or inspir- 
ing. With the exception of the thir- 
teen original colonies the same thing 
happened to all the states of the 
union. Why should California at- 
tempt to commemorate it? The facts 
are that people do not commemorate 
it. They merely discover that the 
banks are closed, and by diligent 
inquiry ascertain that it is Admis- 
sion day. 


Labor day, coming in the same 


month, should be observed on a 
Sunday, possibly in conjunction with 
church services, and other public 
programs. The puritanical objection 
to sports and picincs on a Sunday, 
such as Labor day is in the habit of 
holding, no longer has public sup- 
port. Labor day each year now is 
celebrated by the simple method of 
depriving the laborer of one day's 
pay. 


PERPETUATED JINGOISM 


As a New Englander, I have a 


keen realization of the hatred that 
was engendered against England by 
the Revolution. It persisted down 
to the time that I was in the com- 
mon schools, where the embattled 
farmers were still theoretically and 
oratorically fighting the Redcoats. 
But the generations that have been 
born since the early days following 
the Revolution have each lost a little 
of the intensity of that hatred, until 
today, there is less general animosity 
arid more reciprocity in this country 
directed toward England than there 
is against certain other countries.

take a close look at it, and the 
chances arc nine to one that you 
will find a tiny inscription on it: 
"Made in Japan." 
It is probable that Independence 


day should remain as a national 
holiday, but the date should be made 
more elastic, so that it falls on a 
Saturday each year. Business would 
get used to it and prepare for it. It 
would not then interfere with the 
business and school week. The same 
is true of Armistice day, which has 
never been made a national holiday, 
but which is legalized in only a few 
states.

Fast day became a dead letter, but 
Thanksgiving day, because it car- 
ries a note of joy and well being, 
has been universally accepted thru- 
out the nation.

Installation 
of a new process 


whereby vitamin "D" content of 
fresh milk can be greatly increased 
was announced this week by Clar- 
ence Smith, manager of the Lucerne 
creamery, in Los Angeles. 


"We have been deeply interested 


in the idea of intensifying the vita- 
min "D" content of our milk," stated 
Mr. Smith, "and we have investigat- 
ed many methods developed during 
the past few years. In our opinion, 
irradiation developed and perfected 
in the laboratories of the University 
of Wisconsin, in the heart of a great 
dairy region, is the key to the ques- 
tion of how to increase vitamin "D" 
content in milk." 


Mr. Smith went on to quote var- 


ious authorities on the specific qual- 
ities of vitamin "D," which prevents 
rickets, aids bone and tooth develop- 
ment, and tones up the system. In 
the past, the only sources of vitamin 
"D" were sunlight and cod liver oil, 
the former being restricted to the 
summer months and the later not 
overly palatable. 


Now with irridation, milk, the uni- 


versal beverage, is given vitamin 
"D" in sufficient quantities to aid 
materially in the growth and devel- 
opment of the human body.
